Pope’s last message 
to San Diego diocese 


The last message re- 
ceived from Pope John Paul 
| by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
was sent the day the pope 
died. It was Pope John’ 
Paul’s “expression of sor- 
row at the great loss of life in 
the-air disaster’ in San 
Diego. 


The message, sent from 


‘the Vatican on Sept. 28, 


signed by Cardinal Jean 
Villot, said that the pope’s 
“prayerful sympathy -goes 
to all the families of the 
victims upon whom he 
invokes the strength and 
consolation of Christian 
hope.” 


THE TELEGRAM was 
read by Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez ata 
memorial mass for the 
pope at noon Friday, Sept. 
29, at St. Joseph Cathedral. 


Bishop Maher was en- 
route to Rome to meet Pope 
John Paul | with other 
bishops from the Western 
United States on their five- 
year ad limina visit. 


But Bishop Maher, who 
attended the pope’s funeral 
Wednesday, sent back a 
statement on the death of 
Pope John Paul. 


“IT IS A GREAT sadness 
for the whole church. In 


- such a short time, he won 


the hearts of so many 
people. Pope John Paul | 
was a humble man who 
seemed to never forget his 
simple origins. His quick 


smile was reassuring in 
light of the responsibility he 
carried. - 


“His reign was not with- 
out purpose. He had a 
significant effect on all 
mankind. He left all of us 
with a renewed hope to 
Carry on in a positive man- 
ner regardless of who we 
are. 


“Some of the most pro- 
found influences and me- 
mories in life are the result 
of short encounters. We 
pray God to accept this kind 
man with open arms and to 
be merciful to him.” 


ABOUT 200 people at- 
tended the mass in which 
Bishop Chavez spoke of the 
late pontiff. 


He said Pope John Paul | 
expressed his love and 
concern to the families of 
the plane crash victims in 
the telegram to Bishop 
Maher. “We hope you will 


express that love to your 


friends and neighbors,”’ 
Bishop Chavez added. 


Apart from the homily, 
Bishop Chavez also issued 
a statement which hecalled 
“A reflection concerning 
the death of his Holiness 
John Paul 1”: : 


“HUMILITY,” his motto, 
made him descend from 
the level of kings, corona- 
tions, thrones, courts and 
principalities to place 
‘himself like Christ in a

VATICAN CITY—It would

They were to 
have made their five-yearly 
ad limina visit and report. 


Bishop Maher was al- 
ready en route to Rome 
when the pope died, so-he 
continued and, instead of 
meeting Pope John Paul 
today, he attended his 
funeral mass yesterday. 


Cardinal Timothy Man- 
ning of Los Angeles, who 


would have been on the ad 
limina visit also, will instead 
be attending his second 
conclave in just over a 
month, to help to elect a 
new pope. 


The cardinal said, on his 
arrival here, that “everyone 
wants a pastoral pope like 
the one who just passed 
away. | believe there are 
many who possess such a 
quality.” Archbishop John 
R. Quinn of San Francisco, 
president of the U.S. bish- 
ops’ conference, was’ also 
due to leave for the ad 
limina visit when the pope's 
death was announced.

Paul’s sudden death. 


“There was a sense of 
new hope for the church of 
our time. It is perhaps 
because of this hope that 
we feel the loss of Pope 
John Paul so deeply. 


“POPE JOHN PAUL'S 


~ work in God’s time and in 


his vision has been complet- 
ed. The sadness on our part 
is that we do not see the 
time and vision of God as 
we read in scripture without 
ever discovering from the 
beginning to the end the 
work God has done. 


“If we try to understand 
God’s plan and his time, 
then the role of Pope John 
Paul in the church, though . 
for even a short time, as the 
supreme pontiff, will be 
seen more clearly. 


“His dream of how the

Diocese refuses to endorse 
ecumenical stand on gays

The San Diego diocese 
and other Christian churches 
on the board of directors of 
the San Diego County Ecu- 
menical Conference have 
refused to endorse the 
board’s statement oppos- 
ing Proposition 6 prohibit- 
ing homosexuals from 
teaching in public schools. 


The majority statement, 
passed by a 13-6 vote, 
reads in part that the Ecu- 
menical Conference op- 
poses the Schoo! Employ- 
ees-Homosexuality _ Initia- 
tive “precisely because we 
are seeking to be Christian. 


“WE BELIEVE that Propo- 
sition 6, sometimes called 
the Briggs Initiative, vio- 
lates the Christian spirit of 
compassion and commit- 
ment to civil liberties and 
identifies one group of 
people for the purpose of 
referendum. 


“It will curb freedom of 


speech in theclassroom, as 
well as freedom of associa- 
tion. : 


“Concerned voters should 
realize that sufficient and 
well-conceived laws...al- 


ready exist to protect child- 


ren in the classroom from 


all sexual assault, whether - 


it be homosexual or hetero- 
sexual in nature.

Though we have lost our very beloved new pope 
long before anyone anticipated such an event, he 
had lived as pope long enough for us to get a taste of 
his style. And his style boded well for the church of 
today—warm, friendly, humble, down-to-earth and 
happy. After the strained, severe and sometimes 
painful moments in the last years of Pope Paul’s 
reign, it seemed that Pope John Paul | would bringa 
truly refreshing change to a world seeking it. 


And though John Paul was with us but a matter of 
five weeks as pope, perhaps he has paved the way 
for his successor to follow the style and manner he 
set. Once again we go through the ancient ritual of 
the conclave. Once again speculation will be rife. 
Once again we will hear the pundits talk about 
political and theological factions, each forcing 
votes to their choice. And once again we will no 
doubt have the antiquity of the smoke which gives 
such a poor signal of accord. As someone said to 
me about the last conclave, “What we really need 
on the side of the Vatican is not the smoke stack but 
a motel ‘Vacancy’ and ‘No vacancy’ neon sign.” 
Well, at least we could read it more accurately. 


Living on borrowed time at Lindbergh 


It was only a matter of time before a tragedy such 
as that at Lindbergh Field last week would happen. 
The mixture of aircraft types, the difficulty of the 
landing approach and the terrain of the approach 
all add up toa nightmare situation for safety. And as 
for allowing student pilots in light aircraft to use the 
main international airport for blind approach 
practice, the idea just boggles the mind with the 

- implicit danger involved, which was tragically 
borne out in last week’s disaster. 


As pilot and passenger | have long been amazed 
that more accidents have not happened, in an area 
where two military airfields, three light-aircraft 
landing fields and one major airport share the same 
air space. The way San Diego's airfields have 
developed have simply tempted fate—for just too 
long, it now tragically appears. The landing 
approach alone, down the hillside, over homes and 
streets, past Mr A’s restaurant windows and the 


tower of St. Joseph Cathedral, was a feat of pilot — 
skill every time, at an approach angle of some 15 


degrees.

Confusion for Catholics on marriage 


We recently published the confusion for 
Catholics over the Eucharistic Catholic priests 
celebrating “masses” for gays. There’s another 
local confusion, this time over ads in the Yellow 
Pages referring to “Catholic” marriages available 
through a chapel in National City by the “Fathers of 
St. Thomas.” These are not Roman Catholic priests 
and they are not affiliated in any way with the 
diocese or the Roman Catholic Church. And they 
are not official “church” weddings since they are 
not recognized by our church. The ceremony has 
no validity in the eyes of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


This is an opportunity to remind anyone with a 
“problem” marriage situation—or to remind your 
friends in such a situation—that many of these 
problems can be sorted out much more readily and 
happily than in the past. The Diocesan Tribunal and

the parish offices are well prepared to handle 
marriage cases, thanks to the enormous efforts 
Father Michael Higgins has put into his respon- 
sibilities as officialis-in recent years. 


Grounds for annulment of past marriages may be 
investigated speedily and a nullity decree may be 


granted within a few months in many cases, as the 


process has been streamlined. There are still many 


people staying away from the sacraments because 


of a former marriage and remarriage, where it is 
quite possible that grounds could be found for 
nullity of the first marriage, and consequent 
convalidation of the second. Contact with the priest 
or deacon in your parish is the first move. 


Ordained or consecrated a bishop? 


For some time | have noticed a glaring 
error in the Catholic press. You say a 
bishop is ordained. He was ordained when 
he became a priest, after years of 
preparation. When he is made a bishop he 
is consecrated. At the consecration there 
are three co-consecrators so as to insure 
that it is valid in the line of succession 
from the apostles.

(It is certainly proper, but not necessari- 
ly perpetual, to refer to the “ordination” of 
a bishop. The word “consecration” is no 
longer used. Ordination takes place at the 
level of deacon (diaconate), priest 
(presbyterate) and bishop, with the laying 
on of hands. Bishops and priests are first 
ordained as deacons. The only difference 
in each ordination ceremony is the word of 
the prayer at that time. The use of the 
phrase “consecration of a bishop” has 
been dropped in recent years, and we are 
quite correct in referring to the “ordina- 
tion” of Bishop-elect Phillip Straling. He 
will be ordained a bishop on Nov. 6. 
However, the church still calls those 
officiating the “principal consecrator and 
consecrating bishops,” but the rite is 


called the “ordination of a bishop.” The 


fact that a person can receive the 
sacrament of holy orders three times (as 
deacon, as priest and as bishop) some- 
what confounds the earlier teaching that 
holy orders could be received only once in 
a lifetime. We await the view of higher 
theologians to sort it all out. The essential 
difference is in the words used in the 
“matter and form” of each conferral.—Ed)

The Saturday morning schedule of 
network children’s shows is largely empty 
entertainment offering little more than 
bogus action and canned laughter. It 
passes the time without touching the mind 
or stretching the imagination. It is 
completely passive except for the com- 
mercials and the few educational snippets 
that are thrown in to pacify parents. 


In children’s shows as in other areas of 
programming, public television does 
things differently from the networks. For 
one thing, they have the tradition of 
“Sesame Street,” one of the series with the 
highest consistent ratings on the PBS 
schedule. 


CREATED by the Children’s Television 
Workshop, “Sesame” pioneered in the 
idea of combining educational aims with 
high quality entertainment. This approach 
went far behind the concept of ““sugar- 
coating” educational films with little doses 
‘of humor or music. “Sesame Street” went 
at it the other way and incorporated the 
educational elements into the entertain- 
ment. 

Now PBS is offering a block of three 


children’s programs on Saturday in the 
late afternoon hours. Each of the three was

annual bird migrations, the hunting 
techniques and campaigns of preda- 
tors, may have more importance in 
sustaining life than the obvious 
benefits of procuring food and protec- 
tion.

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John Paul's reign lasted just 34 days 


Pope who smiled at the world has left it 


By John Muthig 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Millions will remember Pope 
John Paul | as the pope who smiled at the world. 


His 34-day pontificate, despite its brevity, brought a 
revolutionary new atmosphere to the Vatican—a relaxed, 
joyful parish atmosphere. 


FROM THE MOMENT Pope John Paul first appeared on 
the imposing central balcony of St. Peter's Basilica Aug. 
26, he disarmed the world’s 732 million Catholics by 
speaking on a human scale of everyday things as no other 
modern pope has done. 


Neither the huge crowds nor the blinding television 
lights nor battalions of reporters who tailed the pontiff 
during his month-long reign discouraged him from 
speaking simply, or from admitting “Il don’t know 
anything about this job.” 


He ran the Vatican as a country pastor would his 
parish. 


Up with the farmers at 5 a.m., the pope spent a half 
hour meditating and reading his Liturgy of the Hours.in 
the morning quiet. 


AT HIS GENERAL audiences, he laughed, told stories 
and especially smiled. Twice he invited children up to the 
throne at the audience to “help out” in making a point on 
Christian living. . 


The pope, who ate like a canary and grew up eating 
polenta (corn bread grits), was mystified by the meals 
offered him in the Vatican. The day after his election 
Cardinal Jean Villot opened a bottle of precious Dom 
Perignon champagne in his honor, but the humble new 
pope did not know what it was. 


Pomp and circumstance were the crosses of his life. 


AS HE HAD in 1969 cancelled the glorious 
triumphalistic procession of gondolas which had 
traditionally welcomed new patriarchs to Venice, so in 
1978 he shelved the triple-crown papal tiara. 


He tried also to do away with the portable throne (sedia 
gestatoria), but his smal! stature (about five feet, five 
inches) made it impossible for the huge crowds to see 
him. 


With characteristic humility, Pope John Paul began 
using the throne again.

WHENEVER he appeared in public, his talks were 


_ always interrupted by deep bass voices from the huge 


crowd yelling “Viva il papa.” 


His beautiful smile whipped up excitement in the 
crowds. He always left functions giving his blessing and 
calling smilingly to the crowd: “Be good, calm down.” 


Cardinals who live in Rome were all amazed at the 
enormous crowds that the pope’s Sunday noon blessing 
attracted in his short reign. In previous pontificates, 
about 15,000 people usually attended the short rite if the 
day was sunny. 


BUT JOHN PAUL attracted nearly 100,000 each week 
for his talk and blessing. 


At his first noontime blessing the day after his election, 
Pope Paul told almost 300,000 onlookers about his most 
embarrassing moment—the time when Pope Paul visited 
Venice and placed his papal stole on Patriarch Luciani’s 
shoulders. 


Explaining why he had chosen the name John Paul, he 
told the crowds: “Please understand, | have neither the 
wisdom of heart of Pope John nor the preparation and 
education of Pope Paul. | hope you will help me out with 
your prayers.” 


THE OUTSTANDING moments of John Paul’s short 
pontificate were his meetings with the common people. 


At the audiences he told them stories about 
matrimony, family life and staying right with God. 


“Marriage,” he once said laughingly, “is like a golden 
bird cage. Those on the outside are dying to get in, while 
those on the inside are dying to get out.” 


IN HIS THREE general audiences Pope John Paul gave 
four-page speeches ‘on faith, hope and charity— 
speeches which he delivered from memory without the 
help of notes. 


The “poor little pope,” who threw open the windows of 
the Apostolic Palace and turned off the air conditioning, 
could never keep his white papal skullcap in place. He 
always looked uncomfortable and stoop-shouldered on 
the baroque or Renaissance thrones he had to occupy. 


But the people loved him. 


Yesterday (Wednesday) John Paul was buried inacrypt 
across from the chapel-tomb of his predecessors and

Prophecies, rumors 
spread across Rome 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Medieval “prophecies” and back 
alley rumors of foul play are spreading throughout Rome 
after the death of Pope John Paul |. 


The prophecies and rumors abound in the Italian 
press, always alert to the real and supposed intrigues of 
papal politics. 


AS ALWAYS UPON the death ofa pope, the so-called 
prophecies of St. Malachi and of 16th century French 
seer Nostradamus are being studied for clues about the 
next pope. 


Unlike other papal passings, however, the sudden 
death of Pope John Paul gave rise to unsupported rumors 
that the pope was “done in” by Curia officials who didn't 
like his style or by Communists fearing his popularity 
would erode support for Marxism. 


The supposed medieval prophecies of St. Malachi 
predict that only three popes remain before the world 
ends. 


THE CLUE WHICH the delphic prophecies give for the 
next pope is “de labore solis,” Latin for either “from the 
labor of the sun” or “from the eclipse of the sun.” 


Nostradamus’ poetic predictions about the election of 
Pope John Paul proved pretty accurate, saying he would 
be a “monarch for whom peace and life will not remain 
long, and he will lose the episcopal bark... 


“A man who will live without expressing any opinion 
and will see his sacrifice wounded by death, in autumn.” 


INTERPRETING Nostradamus’ vague poems, Italian. 
writer Renuncio Boscolo wrote that “when the church 
becomes a holy widow, Rome will be shaken by terror. A 
French cardinal will be elected after the tragic passing of 
the pope, and his name will begin with the letter V.” 


Boscolo’s reading of Nostradamus indicates the 
election of French Cardinal Jean Villot, chamberlain of 
the Roman church. 


The reference to Rome's being “shaken by terror” at 
the papal death was interpreted by some papers in Italy 
as a reference to political murders and shootings which 
have occurred in recent weeks. 


John Paul's legacy:

“| loved the style of Pope John Paul, but ina sense I’m 
convinced it was God’s providence which gave him a 
short reign,” said a U.S. priest who is a long-time Rome 
resident. 


“Already grave problems requiring great experience 
and vast knowledge to solve were coming to the pontiff’s 
attention. In his beautiful, Christ-like simplicity, would 


_he have been able to handle them?” the priest wondered. 


Certain aspects of the papacy probably will not return 
as a result of John Paul's reign. 


IT WOULD be very unlikely that the humble pope’s 
successor would choose to be crowned with the papal 
tiara shelved by Pope John Paul. 


It is also probable that in speaking to the faithful the 
new pope might use the “Il” instead of “we” form when 
referring to himself. 


Pope John Paul’s charming and striking way of 
preaching was so totally his own that any new pope would 
find it nearly impossible to imitate. 


THE BURDENS of administration, diplomacy and 
universal leadership may have proved too heavy for the 
pastoral pope to bear. However, a person with a more 
formal, diplomatic style from that of the late pope might 
find it a heavy burden, as pope, to dialogue in a relaxed 
way with school children or to recount vignettes from 
literature. 


The cardinals, aware as they are of the enormous 
popular success Pope John Paul had, will want another 
pope who has appeal. mee ; 


Pope John Paul's appeal extended beyond the Catholic 
world and he became a main personality for mass media 
coverage. ¢ Ae 

WHEN VOTING for his successor, the cardinal-electors

Oct. 14 conclave 
to be a sad replay 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Ina sad replay of what occurred 
Aug. 26, the cardinal-electors will reenter the sealed-off 
rooms of the conclave Oct. 14. 


As the news of the conclave was announced, 
ceremonies were being prepared for the solemn burial of 
Pope John Paul | at St. Peter’s Basilica, Oct. 4. 


HUNDREDS of thousands of people filed past the 
lifeless body of the pope who reigned only 34 days. 


Despite torrential rains and often hours of waiting ina 
line that sometimes stretched over half a mile, the crowd 
was orderly and prayerful. As they slipped past the bier, 
many crossed themselves or made a half-genuflection. 


Around the world cardinals began the sad return to 
Rome, again forced to leave their large dioceses for 
several weeks. 


THE REMAINS of John Paul were exposed in simplicity, 
similar to the way used for Pope Paul less than two 
months béfore. His mitred head rested on two velvet 
pillows and he wore red mass vestments and the pallium, 
a white wool shoulder cape, with which he had been 
invested solemnly during a mass in St. Peter’s Square 
Sept. 3. 

Following the funeral ceremonies on Oct. 4, Pope John 
Paul’s:body was placed in 4 simple sarcophagus near-the 
tombs of his predecessors and namesakes John XXIII 
and Paul VI. 


As the required nine days of funeral masses for the 
deceased pontiff continued, cardinals from 50 countries 
continued the daily meetings at which the most pressing 
affairs of the church are handled and the details of the 
conclave determined. . 


AS HAD HAPPENED at the death of Paul VI, Cardinal. 
Jean Villot, chamberlain of the church, assumed control 
of papal goods. 

Cardinal-Dean Carlo Confalonieri, 85, again presided 
over the general congregations. But, as happened at 


the last conclave, he and other cardinals over 80 will not 


be permitted to enter the spartanly furnished conclave 
rooms housing the cardinals who will elect the new pope. 


Cardinal Villot, as senior cardinal-bishop, was once 
oe preparing to preside over the second conclave of 


IN AUGUST most of the cardinals had never 
participated in a papal election. 

But now all those eligible, except American Cardinal 
John Wright and Polish Cardinal Bolelaw Filipiak, who 
were absent for health reasons, will be veterans. 

The cardinals are expected to want better information 
this time on the health of leading candidates. Belgium’s 
Cardinal Leo Suenens and others admitted since Pope 
John Paul’s election that they knew nothing about his 
health record when they voted for him.

One of the most perplexing problems 
confronting humanity is that of evil; physical 
evil, historical evil, moral evil, the evil which 
bedevils our own lives and makes them a 
constant struggle. Theologians still wrestle 
with what is called the “God-problem,” and 
basic to it is precisely the problem of evil. 


How can one square even the existence of 
evil with the premise of an all-good, all-loving 
Creator and universal Cause? All of the 
world’s great religions have dealt with this 
question.and proposed various answers or, in 
some Cases, non-answers. 


THE EARLY books of the Old Testament 
quite unabashedly and uncritically attributed 
everything, good and bad, to God. Moral evil 
found an explanation in the Yahwist story of 
the Temptation and Fall, but even here the 
author had to presume without question the 
prior existence of an evil force that could - 
tempt the first humans. 


Later works, like Job, introduced a 
personification of evil which came to be 
known variously as Satan or the devil. 
Eventually, under the influence of foreign, 
perhaps Persian, ideas, the Jewish thought- 
world became peopled by a whole host of 
spirits, good and evil, angels and demons. 


This was pretty much the climate in Jesus’ 
day. It was a culture which can be described 
as pre-scientific, a culture which knew next to 
nothing and cared even less about secondary 
natural causes, and this was an attitude which 
persisted well into our own Middle Ages. 


who tamed.at his touch. 


But Francis insisted on the shadow of 
darkness he knew to be a part of his identity. 
He knew how dangerous it was to be known 
as pious when the human heart is capable of 
great destruction to self and others. 


BUT WE CAN locate the singular — 


moment when this awareness began in 
Francis. He faced evil head-on. One day he 


walked along an Umbrian road and meta. 


leper. Lepers were in Francis’ day the 
scapegoats of that society. 


Decayed, wild in pain, they were made into 
objects of scorn onto whom others projected 
their own unresolved fears of self. That is 
what scapegoats aré—like those we make 


’ ourselves today in the mentally and emotion- 
ally unsturdy, the poor, gays, women, even - 


some prophets. Francis saw this leper and he 
walked up to him and kissed him. 


And he nearly did not survive his kiss. For 
he discovered that he had embraced himself 
and. all those dark and energetic forces in 


IN THE AREA of disease, people were 
faced with mystery. And the more specta- 
cular the manifestations of disease, as in 
epilepsy and certain neuroses and psychoses, 
the more baffled and frightened people were. 
These terrifying phenomena just had to be the 
work of demons. What other explanation was 
possible? p 


At the present time it would be a bit 
hazardous to say with certainty that Jesus did 
or did not share these ideas. Whether he did 
or did not, he apparently did nothing to 
correct them. The first three gospels contain 
several accounts of exorcisms, and of cures 
described in terms of the expulsion of 
demons. (Interestingly, the gospel of John 
contains not a single such account.) 


At any rate, this outlook was made to order 
for the communication and reception of 
Jesus’ essential message, namely, that he had 
come to establish the “reign of God” in the 
world. This complex notion involved the 
inauguration of an era of justice and peace, of 
well-being and understanding and love. 
Negatively, it called for the defeat of the 
forces of evil, however those forces might be 
conceived. 


SINCE THEY were conceived as per- 
sonal, demonic powers in his day, Jesus’ 
curing of humanills, whatever form they took, 
impressed upon his audiences the ines- 
capable conclusion that he had the authority 
and ability to conquer evil. 


It is noteworthy that the first miracle. 
recorded in the first gospel is an exorcism 
(Mark 1:23-28). A man appears in the syna- 


himself that could do evil but also could be 
shaped into stronger love for others. 


HE MADE acquaintance with the demons 
of negativity that he housed in his heart to 
keep real life away. But he also lost all fear of 
joy that carried him beyond reason. He found 
that he could only be cured of his society’s 
acceptable insanity by a divine kind of 
madness. 


From that moment on, Francis reoriented 
his life, not by a preconceived pattern but by 
likeness to the Christ he saw everywhere. He 
wept at others’ pain as easily as he rejoiced at 
the goodness he saw in them. But he never 
forgot what this encounter with the leper had 
been to him and that what he hated most and 
feared with calculated aversion lay first within 
himself. © 


Who knows how many ever face what 
Francis did? But lives which have are marked 
bya kind of compassion unfamiliar to others. 
They know that evil is not all “out there” 
floating about in society and threatening them 
or any unlost innocence they would be bold to 
claim. They know that making war, wife- 
beating and robbery are possibilities for them, 
if circumstances back them to the wall. They 
do not spend much time on self-indulgent 
righteousness.

gogue with an unclean spirit that shrieks: 
“What do you want with us, Jesus of 
Nazareth? Have you come to destroy us? I 
know who you are—the Holy One of God!” 

Thus the stage is set for the-conflict from 
which Jesus, after apparent defeat, will 


_ emerge victorious: the struggle with the 


forces of evil. 


THE DEMON’S question, “Have you 
come to destroy us?” is a fine bit of dramatic 
irony. That is precisely why he has come, 
and he is recognized as one divinely 
commissioned and empowered to do so. 
Unhesitatingly he attacks, rebukes the spirit 
sharply and reduces it to silence and 
impotence.. 

(Significantly, Mark uses the same expres- 
sions in describing Jesus’ stilling of the storm 
on the lake in 4:39, for hostile phenomena 
such as these were considered to be caused 
by demons also.)

like that of no other time. Or some have faced 


~ it. The evil of the Holocaust makes the others _ 


pale. And we ask ourselves: How could this 
have happened in a civilized time? We may 
never know but we must try to understand 
the mystery of this evil—not to drench 
ourselves in guilt. It has said something of all 
of us who are human, whether we like what it 
says or not. 


Like Francis, we may need to be called to 
understand what Jung called the “dark 
brother” who lives in each of us. Bernard 
Cooke, the theologian, put it thus: “Being 
Christian, we face our world realistically. We 
don’t look upon the service that faces us in 
any kind of Pollyannish fashion. 


“We should know what we’re up against. 


We are up against the powers and the 
principalities; we are up against the mystery 


of evil. Like Jesus of Nazareth, we don’t stand 
around wringing our hands about the mystery. 
Wherever we encounter evil, we hope to try 
to do something about it...” (From his speech 
at the Iowa City Liturgical Week, 1977) 


Francis of Assisi would undoubtedly 
counsel: And when we encounter the 
possibility to do evil within ourselves, it will be 
a hard death in learning to integrate all that 
dark energy into fuller life—but only if we do 
that well, will we ever learn to praise and 
bless. 


We are not told of the reaction of the 
liberated man, but are left to surmise that he, 
too, was now quiet and gratefully at peace. 
The reaction of the bystanders, however, is 
eloquent. They recognize in Jesus someone 
unique, hitherto unheard of, someone who 
actually has power to vanquish evil. And he 
was to demonstrate this power repeatedly. 


HE OFFERED no philosophical or 
theological solution to the problem of evil. Itis 
still a baffling question. But it no longer need 
be a maddening one. 


For we know that in whatever guise evil 
enters our lives—and it certainly does—we 
have the key, not toa theoretical solution, but 
to a very practical victory by reason of our 
union with him who “gives orders to unclean 
spirits and they obey” (Mark 1:27), with him 
who conquered evil and empowers us to do 
the same.

The practice of meditation needs to be anchored in an 
objective frame of reference or it will become entangled 
ina maze of subjective emotions and speculations. We 
live in a highly subjective society which has been born 
from introspection as a reaction to the failure of the 
traditional norms to convey meaning. 


Our institutions, laws, traditions and objective - 
standards, in general, were misused and misunderstood 
until finally, largely abandoned as a source of spiritual 
guidance. When this happened individuals turned within - 
in order to find their own norms and standards. Yet most 
of what is within was placed there by what was previously 
without. 


CONSEQUENTLY we are now back to where we 
started, only in some cases much worse, since now the 
old objective standards are being re-interpreted in terms - 


of primitive emotional responses. Thus, if there is not ~

some external, objective frame of reference our purely 


subjective responses will tend to be mere reactions to the 


old ill-understood objective directives. 


If this procedure continues we will not make any 


headway. For the old standards will still be running the 


" program, but at the primitive emotional reaction 


formation level. 


AN ANCHOR and good stabilizer against the mire of 


_ subjective feelings we often dredge up in meditation is 
_ the liturgy—that is, the public worship of the church, 


The liturgy is the re-presentation of the history of . 


salvation. The liturgy makes present what God has 


actually done and promised to his people. The liturgy 
-establishes the word of God for us in the context of the 


‘life and mysteries of Jesus. 
Jesus, as the ‘once-and-for-all way back to the Father; 


Jesus, as God in the human situation, is the objective 


standard through which we can evaluate our subjective

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and personal efforts to reach God. 


JESUS, as our brother, did reach God in his human 
nature. His journey is made re-present as inspiration, 
guide and as actual life itself through the liturgy.

Ignatius of Antioch, 
~ man of endurance

Crowded expressways, mounting bills and 
hectic schedules can make one feel as though 
life is one big journey to the hungry lion’s den. 
Ignatius of Antioch faced this alternative not 
in 20th century linguistic simile, but in life- 
ending reality. 

_ Yet his attitude toward life and his insights 
into spiritual growth illuminate new ways of 
handling the 20th century lions that seek to 
devour our emotional and spiritual energies. 


IGNATIAN spiritually grows out of 


Antioch’s Hellenistic foundations, plus the : 


enormously strong will of an individual totally 
committed to Christ. Ignatius was the third 
bishop of this Asia Minor city and he 
preached and lived a spirituality as challeng- 


ing to us today as to his followers in early’ 


Christendom. 


_ Ignatius openly shared his thoughts, fears. 
and questions. Our. record of his ideas are 


found within seven letters written while he 
was journeying to his martyrdom in Rome. 


Of the early church leaders, he is one of the 
most personal and direct in bringing new 


disciples to the goals of a gospel-centered life. 
His writings stand next to the Pauline corpus 
in terms of influence on the emerging 
Christian communities of the first and second 
centuries. 


IGNATIUS preached the type of commit- 
ment that sits uncomfortably with a society 


such as ours. In a world where one can attain: 


anything from instant coffee to instant 
entertainment at the flick of a TV switch, 
Ignatius points to a long road of growing with 


- the challenges of discipleship. 
He asks Christians to proclaim their 


message more through deeds than with 
words. His evangelism is one of endurance, 


perseverance and most of all, courage before — 


a world ready to reject an ethic of discipline 
and sacrifice. . 2 = 
He offers no 10-week course in attaining a 
Spiritual high, nor any instant way to grow into 
Christian perfection. Yet he never backs 


‘away from such a goal, either for himself or his 


church. 


THE KEY to such a life of commitment is 
one’s own relationship with Christ. This is not 
a relationship built on mystic ideals, but a 


personal relationship that goes through ups 
and downs, a relationship that is as real as 
‘any growing, alive relationship. 


Ignatius spoke firmly against all the 
Docetist ideas of his day that undermined the 
authenticity of such a relationship. For him, 


Jesus was no magic person who only seemed 


to live .a life of earthly struggle. Ignatius 
preached a Jesus who knew every level of 
brokenness that any human can know. He 
wrote of a Jesus who reveals God’s love as 
personally given to each individual. 


Ignatius emphasized the believer’s role in 


accepting God’s unconditional love: Each 


Christian gains the strength for a life of . 


commitment to Jesus by taking the respon- 
sibility to build this relationship. Each believer 
must open himself to God’s initiative for 
salvation given in Jesus. 


FOR IGNATIUS, there are no easy ways 
to be a disciple—only the same life-centered 
and life-giving path that Jesus himself walked. 
His words to his friends in Ephesus show the 
realism in which he attempted to live these 


_ high goals: 


“Ask strength ‘for me, both inward and 


_ outward, that I may speak it but also will it, 
~ that I may not only be called a Christian, but 


also be discovered to be one.” 
But why choose such a path? Did not this 


_path of embracing life’s totality lead Jesus to 


Calvary? Neither Ignatius’ world ‘of dualistic 
philosophies nor our own milieu of analytic 
technology could answer these questions or 


surface the truth he preached. 


ONE LIVES a life of discipleship and even 
faces surrender of life itself because union 
with Christ discloses a whole new level of life. 
To act out our belief is to know that every 
suffering can be healed and that no broken- 
ness will continue unmended 


Union with Christ is to understand that 
God is no aloof power vaguely interested in 
human affairs, but so deeply personal as to 
know every depth of the human heart. 


Such an assertion challenged first-second 
century Gnosticism, and conflicts even more 
with 20th century apathy and cynicism. 


IT MAY SEEM unusual to turn to a first 
century figure to gain understanding for 20th 
century Christianity. However, Ignatius 
wrestled with many of the same questions 
that echo so loudly in 1978. We still seek 
discernment in what constitutes good or evil, 
in what determines real Christian behavior. 


We possess no. absolute certitude in 
establishing norms and values that create the 
authentic Christian lifestyle. Like Ignatius, we 
are asked to live a searching existence that 
includes the ambiguities involved in decision 
and commitment. 


Today’s lions want to tear apart the value of 


_ the human person, the sanctity of relation- 


ships and the essentials of personal integrity. 
Our calling is to be no less brave than 
Ignatius. In his words and actions we find a 
real disciple for any century and a model of 
courage for our own Christian lives.

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U.S. Catholic Conference secretary says 


Tuition tax credit bill discriminates | 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
Bishop Thomas Kelly, gen- 
eral secretary of the U.S. 
Catholic. Conference, has 
charged a  House-Senate 
conference committee with 
discrimination for approv- 
ing tuition tax credits for 
college students: but not 
students in private ele- 
mentary and secondary 

Schools: Sane 


He said he deplored the 
bill which he said “is clearly 
discriminatory in the treat- 
ment of the 5 million child- 
ren whose parents have 
exercised their constitu- 
tional right to provide them 
with a non-public school 
education. 


“THE BATTLE for tuition 
tax credits will finally be 
won when sufficient num- 
bers of parents organize 
and speak out for their 
rights,” he said. ‘‘The 
United States Catholic 
Conference stands in soli- 
darity with them and will do 
all that it can to further their 
cause. 


“We take this position 
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because of our deep con- 
viction that legislation 
which-strengthens the 
family role in education and 
encourages parental choice 
is in the best interests of the 
entire nation. 


“On behalf of these par- 
ents | urge Congress to 
reject this discriminatory 


tegistation and-to-support 


justice for these families.” 


THE CONFERENCE com- 
mittee was deadlocked 
until House conferees gave 
in after the chief Senate 
conferee, Russell Long (D- 
La.), threatened to withhold 
his signature from the 


report if the elementary and 


secondary school credit 
stayed in. 


Long, chairman of the 
Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, said the Senate would 


not pass the bill if that — 


crédit stayed in. 


But even if both Houses 
approve the bill, as is 
expected, a veto is likely. 
President Jimmy Carter, 
who opposes tuition tax 
credits at all levels, has 
threatened a veto. 


THE SENATE approved 
the tax credit bill by 65-27, 
but the House vote, 237- 
158, was less than the two- 
thirds necessary to override 
a veto. 


The House had approved 
a credit for elementary and 
secondary school tuition by 
209-194, while the Senate

41.

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Plane crash victims 


‘People on the floor 
are the lucky ones’ 


“The people here on the floor are the lucky ones,” 
said Augustinian Father Tom Bonica. “It’s their 
families who are going to feel the pain.” 


Father Bonica was standing in the gymnasium of 
St. Augustine High School in San Diego. Three days 
earlier he had stood in the same building for a pep 
rally for the school’s football team. 


ON THIS DAY, however, the gym was filled not 
with enthusiastic students, but with the remains of 
the victims of the crash between a Boeing-727 and 
a Cessna 172. 


The gymnasium was now a morgue. 


Earlier in the day, at a little after 9 a.m., Father 
Bonica had been one of the first people to reach the 
scene of the crash. 


“| heard the explosion and saw the smoke,” 
Father Bonica said. “I gave general absolution 
from where | was, then got into a car and drove six 
or seven blocks to the sight of the crash. / 


“THE POLICE were already there. At first they 
weren't going to let me through, then one officer 
came over and said, ‘If | were one of those people, | 
would want you there with me, Father. 


“The officer got me into the area, and | annointed 
about 50 bodies,” Father Bonica said. “I’ve never 
been involved in anything like this before, and | 
hope | never gothrough anything like it again. It was 
gruesome.” 

AnothersAugustinian actually saw the mid-air 
collision. 


“t WAS STANDING outside talking to the 
principal and the vice principal,” said Father Jim 
Clifford. “l happened to look up and | saw the jet 
and a small plane near it. | said ‘They're too close,’ 
just as the jet started to bank slightly. 


“Then the small plane hit the wing of the jet and 
there was an explosion,” Father Clifford continued. 
“The jet’s wing burst into flames and the jet turned 
right toward the school. 


“It looked like it was going to hit us, sol started 
yelling, ‘Run, run.’ But it went down about six blocks 
from here. It was a sight I’ll never forget.” 


FATHER CLIFFORD went to the crash site 
with Father Bonica and two other Augustinians, 
Fathers John Ranallo and Anthony Wasko, the St. 
Augustine principal. 


A number of students also hurried to the area, 
according to Bill O’'Shaunghnessy, a lay teacher at 
St. Augustine who also went to the site. 


“|! saw about a dozen of our kids over there,” 
O’Shaunghnessy said. “They were running up into 
the flames with little garden hoses, showing no 
regard for their own lives. | had to keep chasing 
them back to where they would be safe. 


_ “AFTER THE FIRE department arrived some of 
the students offered their assistance by helping to 
carry hoses,” O’Shaunghnessy continued. “Others 
helped search the area for victims.” 


When the teachers and students had done as 
much as they could, they returned to the school, 
where more than 550 shocked students gathered

with the 30 faculty members to offer a mass for the 
victims. 


Then the students were dismissed and police 
officers, military personnel and medical people 
from throughout the area began to replace them on 
the campus, which had been chosen as the site of 
the police department’s command post. 


THE GYMNASIUM was quickly set up as a first 
aid station and as a temporary morgue. It soon 
became obvious, however, that the first aid people 
would devote most of their efforts to helping police 
and firemen stricken by the more than 100 degree 
heat at the scene. 


None of the 136 people onthe plane had survived 
the crash. 


Most of the people at St. Augustine spent the 
morning waiting, while at the crash site workers 
sifted through the wreckage for what remained of 
the victims. 


NOTHING COULD BE moved until everything 
was Catalogued as to its location at the site, a 
necessary step for the investigation which always 
follows an air-crash. 


Early in the afternoon workers from the coroner's 
department finally began moving the remains, in 
large yellow or white zippered bags, over to St. 
Augustine. 

As each bag was carried into the gymnasium, 
either Father Bonica.or Father Ranallo went over 
and stood along side as a doctor opened the bag. 
Then the priest annointed the remains. 


OTHER PRIESTS and lay teachers helped 
maintain order in the gym, or stood to the side 
talking to the reporters who had begun to arrive at

the school from all over the state. 


The members of the media were confined to'a 
small area in one corner of the room, fenced off 
from the main area by a row of tables. 


Some of the media people just sat at the tables 
and stared, dazed out of their professional non- 
involvement by the colossal feeling of helplessness 
that filled the gymnasium. 


BY 5 P.M. more than 100 bags lay inneat rows on 
the floor, beneath a basketball backboard and 
about two dozen banners commemorating athletic 
victories, many of which occurred in this very 
building. 

People began to carry the bags out a side door 
and up into refrigerated trucks, where they would 
be stored until other arrangements could be made. 


But the workers at the crash site were nowhere 
near finished removing the remains of the victims 
from the wreckage, and the total number of bags 
would eventually reach 250. 


THUS FAR the coroner’s office has placed the 
number of deaths at 144, the combined total of 
victims who were either in the 727 or the Cessna, or 
were killed on the ground when the jet hit. 


That figure could have been much _ higher, 
according to Father Bonica. 


“There are two schools within a few blocks of 
where the plane hit,” Father Bonica said. “If they 
had come down over at McKinley grade school or 
here at St. Augustine, there could easily have been 
another 600 deaths. ¥ 


“! can see God’s hand in that,” Father Bonica 
said. “I think he kept it away from the schools.”

WHEN HE WAS a Saints student, Ferrier was in 
the pep band that played at basketball games.

“If that 
plane had stayed in the air another second or so, 
Saints wouldn’t be here anymore and there would 
be five or six hundred more bodies,”

ON THAT DAY the gym held students involved in 
orientation for the new school year. On this day it 
held bits and pieces of bodies, and a lot of 
Saintsmen whose strength may have been 
developed on the very scene where they now 
offered their help. 


Father Jim Clifford, a teacher at Saints, summed 
it up best. 


_ “I'm very proud of all the Saintsmen involved 
here, both current and past,” Father Clifford said.

Cardinal Luciani wrote this 
article for Il Gazzettino, Venice, 
where it was published on July 
25, 1978. On Aug. 26 1978, 
Cardinal Luciani was elected 
Pope John Paul I. His tribute to 
the founder of Opus Dei, 
Josemaria Escriva de Balaguer, 
was written for the 50th 
anniversary. of the founding of 
Opus Dei, celebrated world wide 

~ an Oct. 2. 


In 1941, the Spanish educationalist 
Victor Garcia Hoz was told after 
confession one day, “God is calling 


__you to be a contemplative.” He was _ 


amazed. Until then he had always 
heard that ‘contemplation’ was a 
thing for holy people well on the way to 
the mystical life, a height to be 
attained only by a chosen few, people 
for the most part withdrawn from the 
world. 


“But |,” he writes, “was a married 
man, with two or three children then 
and expecting to have more (which 
was indeed what happened) and who 
had tg work to raise a family.” 


WHO, THEN, was this revolutionary 
confessor, who leaped feet first over 
traditional barriers and set mystical 
goals even for married folk? It was 
Josemaria Escriva de Balaguer, a 
Spanish priest who died in Rome in 
1975, at the age of seventy-three. 


He is best known as the founder of 
Opus Dei, an association that has 
spread all over the world, which the 
newspapers refer to fairly often, 
though with a certain amount of 
inaccuracy. 


What the members of Opus Dei 
really are, and what they do, has been 
explained by the founder himself. 

“WE ARE,” he declared in 1967, 

_“made up of a small percentage of 
priests, who have previously 
exercised a secular profession or 


trade; a large number of secular . 


priests from many dioceses through- 
out the world; and a great multitude 
made up of men and women of 
different nations and tongues and 
races, who earn their living with their 
professional work. 


“The majority of them are married, 
many others single. They share with 
their fellow citizens in the important 
task of making temporal society more

human and more just. 


“And they work, let me repeat, with 
personal responsibility, shoulder to 
shoulder with their fellow men and 
experiencing with them successes 
and failures in their noble struggle of 
daily endeavour, as they strive to fulfill 
their duties and to exercise their 
social and civil rights. 


“AND ALL THIS with naturalness, 
like any other conscientious Christ- 


‘ans, without considering them- 


selves special. Blended into the 
mass of their companions, they try at 
the same time to detect the flashes of 
divine splendour which shine through 
the most common everyday realities.” 


In poorer words, the “common 


realities” are the work we have to. do” 


each day. The “flashes of divine 
splendour” are the holy life each one 
must lead. 


Escriva de Balaguer, with gospel in 
hand, constantly taught that Christ 
does not want us just to be fairly good, 


he wants us to be very good indeed. : 


But he wants us to attain this 
goodness not through extraordinary 
actions, but rather with common 
everyday actions. It is the way to do 
these actions which should be 
uncommon. — 


HERE, RIGHT in the middle of the 
street, in the office, in the factory, we 
can become saints, on condition that 
we carry out our duties competently, 
for love of God, and cheerfully, insuch 
a way that our daily work becomes, 
not a “daily tragedy”, but, one can 
almost say, “a daily smile”. 


Similar things had been taught 
more than 300 years earlier by St. 
Francis de Sales. A preacher had 
publicly consigned to the flames from 
his pulpit a book in which the saint 
had explained how, on certain 
conditions, dancing can be all right, 
and which even. contained a whole 


chapter on “the honorableness of the 


marriage bed”. 


Escriva de Balaguer, however, goes 
further than Francis de Sales in a 
number of aspects. The latter also 
advocates sanctity for all, but it would 
seem he teaches only a “spirituality 
for the laity’, whereas Escriva 
proposes a “lay spirituality”. 


FRANCIS, in other words, almost 
always offers the laity the same 
means that the religious use, but with 
suitable adaptations. 


Escriva is more radical. He speaks 


even_of “materializing’—in a good —_ 
sense—the quest for sanctification. ~ 


For him, material work itself must be 
turned into prayer and holiness. 


The legendary Baron Munchausen 
told the fable of a monstrous hare that 


_had a double set of legs: four under its 


belly and four on its back. Pursued by 
the hounds and sensing itself almost 
caught, it would turn upside down and 


_carry on running with its fresh set of 


legs. 


FOR: THE FOUNDER of Opus Dei, 
monstrous are those Christians lives 
made up of a double set of actions: 
one consisting of prayers, for God; the 
other of work, relaxation and family 
life, for themselves. No, says Escriva, 
life is one and it must be sanctified en 
bloc. That is why he speaks of a 
“materialized” spirituality. 


He speaks also of a good and 
necessary “anticlericalism,” meaning 
that lay people should not take over 
the methods and roles of the priests 
and religious,-nor vice versa. | suspect 
he must have got his “anticlericalism” 
from his parents, especially from his 
father, who was a thorough gentle- 
man, hard working, a convinced

lectures to university students, to 
cooking, polishing floors, making 
beds and caring for the sick.

hearing children’s confessions in the 
poor districts of Madrid. They used to 
come with runny noses. First you had 
to clean their noses, before cleaning 
their poor souls a little.” 


The words are his and they 
demonstrate that he really did 
practice his “daily smile”. 

HE ALSO WROTE, “I used to go to 
bed dead tired. When | got up in the 
morning, still tired, | would say to 
myself, ‘Josemaria, !’ll let you have a 
snooze before lunch.’ Then when | got 
out into the street and saw all the work 
that awaited me that day | would add, 
“‘Josemaria, | have fooled you once 
again.” 


His great work, though, was to 
found and carry out Opus Dei.

to give our all, this is a work of God.” In 
a flash, he realized that this was the 
right name: “It’s not my work, but 
God's, ‘Opus Dei.’” 


HE SAW THIS work grow before his 
very eyes and spread to all the 
continents. : 


“We are ecumenical, Holy Father, 
-but we haven’t learned our ecumen- 
ism from your holiness,” Escriva one 
day allowed himself to say to Pope 
John. The Pope smiled delightedly, 
because he was aware that since 
1950 Opus Dei had been permitted by 
Pius XII to receive as Cooperators in 
the association people who are not 
Catholics nor even Christians. 


When in 1957 an important person 
congratulated Escriva because one of 
the members had been appointed a 
minister in the Spanish government, 
he received a: cther dry reply. “What 
do | care if he is a minister or a road 
sweeper? What | care about is that he 
shouid sanctify. himself in his work.” 


This reply tells us everything about 
Escriva and the spirit of Opus Dei. 
Each person must sanctify himself 


with his work, including that of a - 


minister if he has been put in that 
position. What is really important is 
that he should really seek holiness. 
The rest is of little account.
